Harrisburg, Pa., December 1, 1904. 
To His Excellency Samuel Whitaker Pennypacker, Governor of 

Pennsylvania: 

Sir: I have the honor to submit herewith the report of the State 
Librarian for the year ending December 1, 1904: 

On the first of December last, the Librarian reported to you con- 
cerning the work done from the time of his entrance into office in 
February of 1903 to the end of the library year. In that report he 
mentioned the increases that had been granted by the Legislature 
of 1903 for the prosecution of the work of the Institution, and com- 
mented at some length upon the necessity for the readjustment of 
the appropriations in order to produce a well-balanced businesslike 
system. 

On the first Tuesday of next month the Legislature will meet and 
he thinks it well to present to you an analysis of the appropriations 
and his recommendations concerning them. 

The appropriations for Miscellaneous books, Newspapers, English 
parliamentary papers, and for Expenses in the Preservation of the 
public Archives seemed to meet the needs of the institution, but in 
the last item it must be remembered that $10,000 was appropriated 
under Joint resolution No. 3 for the building up of the Archives De- 
partment. The item for Archive expenses should, therefore, be 
$ 15,000 for the two years. This sum may be materially decreased 
when the papers have been removed from the various departments, 
and only routine work is necessary. 

The appropriation for the purchase of law books is insufficient 
and at least $6,000 should be granted in order that the collection 
may be kept up to date. 

The item for cataloguing ($3,000 for two years) is totally insuffi- 
cient and entirely out of proportion to the work accomplished. The 
four cataloguers who are paid from this fund receive about $32 per 
month. The work is of such a character that it requires experience 
and no inconsiderable knowledge of books. The pay for such ser- 
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vices in up-to-date institutions is from $50 to $100 per month, and, 
in recommending that the four cataloguers receive an average of 
$600 per annum, he feels that he is making a most conservative 
estimate of the cost of doing this very important work in a credita- 
ble manner. He recommends, therefore, that the appropriation for 
the preparation of the card catalogue be increased to $4,800. 

The item for incidental expenses ($6,000) is not now quite suffi- 
cient to meet the various demands made upon it. Since the Libra- 
rian has acted as a distributor of public documents and publica- 
tions to societies, libraries of the Commonwealth and state libra- 
ries express charges have become heavy and the policy of the 
present administration in sending literature to any part of the 
State where it may be needed is also an additional charge upon this 
item. He asks that it be increased to seven thousand ($7,000) dol- 
lars. 

During the year the library has received 3,460 books and pamph- 
lets, of which 114 have been gifts. The estimated number of vol- 
umes and pamphlets at the time of issuing the last report was 115,- 
684, and the above mentioned additions have increased this to 119,- 
144. Nine thousand eight hundred and six (9,806) books were en- 
tered upon the accession book during the twelve months and the 
cataloguers have kept pace with the current purchases and have also 
managed to reclassify a large number of the previous accessions. 
Twelve hundred and seventy-seven (1,277) items of Pennsylvaniana, 
including imprints, were added to the collection during the year, a 
large number of these being publications of the 18th century. 

An effort has been made to secure the pamphlet literature which 
is not represented in the library, and in this the officers have been 
particularly fortunate. A large collection of this material has been 
bought at comparatively no cost to the State, and several thousand 
items have been presented. 

The Archive work which was inaugurated under an appropriation 
made at the last session of the Legislature has been followed up 
with great assiduity by Mr. Kelker and his corps of assistants, and 
the results are apparent in a series of twenty-five large volumes of 
mounted papers, the work upon w r hich has received the encomiums 
of the members of the Archive Commission and the experts who 
have examined it. When it is remembered that the young 
women engaged in this labor have not had any previous training or 
experience in the copying and repairing of manuscripts the results 
cannot but be gratifying to the State authorities. Several tons of 
papers have been transferred from the different departments and 
have been repaired and put into appropriate classifications so as to 
be available for reference; and these will be bound up within rea- 
sonable time. As yet the papers from the Auditor General's De- 
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partment and the Department of the Secretary of the Common- 
wealth only have been examined. 

Your Librarian has suggested to the Governor the adaptation of 
the whole place now known as the Executive Building to library 
and museum purposes. The present quarters of the State Library 
are ill-fitted for student work. The room is a thoroughfare for 
those wishing to pass through from Third street to Fourth street, 
and by the arrangement of the alcove system there is no direct light 
in this part of the building. Should the Legislature see fit to ap- 
prove of the Librarian's plan, the present quarters of the Auditor 
General might be converted into a very acceptable Law library where 
members of the profession could obtain well lighted quarters and 
the quiet which is necessary for their research. The space now oc- 
cupied by the State Treasurer might be devoted to the Department 
of History, Biography and Genealogy, in each of which classes the 
library is strong. The room known as the Stack room might be con- 
verted into a room for periodical literature for which no provision 
was made in the present arrangement. 

The State has possessed for years a considerable collection of 
objects which were prepared at great expense for expositions, more 
particularly those in Chicago and St. Louis, and the Librarian has 
made the suggestion that these be gathered together to form the 
nucleus of collections of flora and fauna of the State and those ob- 
jects which contribute to the history of the State and its industries. 
Such a museum, should it be formed, would be one of the principal 
attractions of the Capitol to the many thousands of visitors who 
come here each year. The interest that is now taken in the Flag 
Room is an indication of the benefits of such a museum. 

The opinion of the press thoroughout the State is divided as to 
the advisability of retaining the present Executive Building as a 
permanent feature on the Hill, but whatever may be the final deci- 
sion on this point it would be, in the opinion of the Librarian, exceed- 
ingly unwise to hurriedly build other quarters for the Library and 
the projected museum. The present building will suffice for the 
collection and classification of the material now owned by the State, 
and within ten year's time it will be possible to plan a new structure 
with an intelligent idea of the space required. There is little doubt 
that a large amount of material will be presented to the State by 
collectors when they know that it w T ill be properly classified and 
labeled and carefully protected from destruction by moth and rust 
as well as from the petty proclivities of the peculating profligate. 

The Philadelphia Press, in an editorial on September 16, 1904, 
says "The Museum suggestion should appeal to the favorable con- 
sideration of every intelligent and public-spirited member of the 
Legislature, and we cannot doubt it will have the support of the 
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Governor. It would, if carried out, provide a means of illustrating 
Pennsylvania in an unsurpassed wa}\" 

The work done in the Travelling Library Department has been 
most satisfactory in so far as the circulation of books is foncerned. 
The last Legislature set aside $12,000 for this work for the two 
years. The Library Commission employs only three persons at sal- 
aries which aggregate $2,400 per year. The greater part of the ap- 
propriation therefore goes directly into the purchase of books. One 
hundred and sixty-one (161) collections of fifty (50) books each are 
now in active circulation, although the movement has not been ad- 
vertised and no active efforts have been made to bring the outlying 
districts into touch with the system. Your Librarian and the mem- 
bers of the Commission have thought it best not to try to extend 
the work without the means at hand to provide the libraries imme- 
diately upon application being made. In requesting that the ap- 
propriation be increased to $25,000 for the next two years the Libra- 
rian asks that a comparison be made with the amounts provided by 
other States engaged in this useful work. New York expends $65,- 
000 per annum for its '''Homo Education Department" of which 
about $25,000 is expended upon books sent to libraries alone, and in 
addition $100,000 is spent for libraries in common schools, and nearly 
half as much more for high school libraries. Wisconsin with its 
much more limited resources expends annually $12,000 in travelling 
libraries only, and Ohio $10,000. There are fewer free libraries in 
proportion to the population in Pennsylvania than in any of the 
States mentioned, and yet the work of furnishing good literature to 
the less accessible communities grows in importance each year and 
Pennsvlvania must not be behindhand in such a movement. 

The Librarian considers it a very important function of the in- 
stitution to assist in every way within its power the societies and 
individuals engaged in investigating the history of the Common 
wealth, and he has therefore joined very heartily in the formation 
of an association consisting of delegates from the various histori- 
cal societies which has determined to meet in Harrisburg in Janu- 
ary of each year to prepare a bibliography of papers written by 
members of such societies for publication in the Annual report of 
the Librarian. This material will form a check-list for the use of 
librarians and historians throughout the State and is a move 
in the direction of preparing a complete bibliography of the State 
in the near future. The Association has chosen Dr. John W. Jor- 
dan, of the Historical Society of Pennsylvania, as its President and 
a list of the works added to the collections of the Historical So- 
ciety which bear upon the history of Pennsylvania is appended 
to this report. The report also contains a list of the newspapers 
received in the Library; a list of the historical associations and 
their secretaries; and a very carefully prepared bibliography 
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of the laws of Pennsylvania from 1714 to 1801 inclusive, a contribu- 
tion by Mr. A. C. Sheetz, the Second Assistant. 1 have only to add 
the list of receipts and disbursements for the year which have been 
compared with the accounts of the Auditor General and have been 
found to be correct in every particular.

REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
PENNSYLVANIA STATE LIBRARY. 



[1. The Board of Trustees of the State Library shall have supervision thereof 
and power to make rules and regulations for the same, and the Governor, the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth and the Attorney General shall, ex-offlcio, be 

said trustees, They shall meet annually upon the 

second Monday of December, and at such other times as they may fix for that 
purpose, and that State Librarian shall act as secretary to the same. 

2. The Library rooms shall be open to the public every secular day, except pub- 
lic holidays, between the hours of 9 a, m. and 3 p. m., except during the sessions 
of the Legislature and of the Supreme Court sitting at Harrisburg, when the 
Library shall be open as aforesaid between the hours of 9 a. m. and 9 p. m., pro- 
vided that on Saturdays the Library shall be closed at 12 o'clock noon. 

3. The Governor, members of the General Assembly, Justices of the Supreme 
Court, heads of departments, and officers of the Commonwealth at the seat of 
government, and such other persons as may be designated by the rules adopted 
by the Board of Trustees, shall be entitled, under such regulations as the Board 
of Trustees shall prescribe, to take books from the Library. — Act of the Legis- 
lature, May 13 th, 1889.]

LIBRARY HOURS. 

The Library is open to the public daily from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M., 
except Saturday, when it closes at 12 M., and Sunday, when it re- 
mains closed. During the sessions of the Legislature and of the 
Supreme and Superior Courts sitting at Harrisburg, the hours are 
extended to 9 P. M., except on Saturday and Sunday, when the Li- 
brary closes as usual.

RELATIONS OF THE LIBRARIANS TO THE PUBLIC.

During the hours specified for public use, the Librarian or his as- 
sistants will he in attendance, to maintain order, issue and receive 
books and render to readers such assistance in the use of the Li- 
brary as may be practicable.

MAINTENANCE OF ORDER. 

Quiet and order will be maintained in the Library; loud talking 
and laughter will not be allowed; books will be handled with care 
and disfigurement or mutilation avoided. 



ISSUE OF BOOKS. 

Books will be issued for use either within or without the Library 
only upon written application made upon special application blanks 
provided for the purpose and properly signed by the recipient.

RETURN OF BOOKS. 

Persons using books will return them to the Library desk when 
they are no longer needed. 

7. 

PERSONS AUTHORIZED TO REMOVE BOOKS FROM THE LIBRARY. 

The following persons are authorized to draw books for use 
without the Library, under the regulations herein provided: 

1. The Governor. 

2. The members of the General Assembly. 

3. The Heads of Departments. 

4. The Officers of the Commonwealth at the seat of Government. 

5. The Justices of the Supreme and Superior Courts. 
(>. The Judges of the Twelfth Judicial District. 

7. The lawyers in attendance upon the Supreme and Superior 
Courts sitting in Harrisburg, and such other persons as in the dis- 
cretion of the Librarian should be granted this privilege. 
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8. 
RELATIONS OF MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATURE TO THE LIBRARY. 

• Members of the Legislature, during its session, may take to any 
room in the Capitol such law or refence books, maps or other 
publications as they may desire, but such books, maps or other 
publications will be returned to the Library at least five days prior 
to final adjournment. It shall be the duty of the State Librarian 
to report to the presiding officers of the Senate and House of Rep- 
resentatives respectively, two days before such final adjournment, 
the names of the members of each House respectively who havi 1 
failed to comply with this regulation.

PRIVILEGES OF LAWYERS IN ATTENDANCE UPON THE SUPREME 
AND SUPERIOR COURTS SITTING IN HARRISBURG. 

Lawyers in attendance upon the sitting of the Supreme and Su- 
perior Courts in Harrisburg, may take to the Supreme Court Room 
such law books as they may desire, conditioned upon their becoming 
responsible for the safe return of the books within two days.

NON-TRANSFERABILITY OF RIGHT TO REMOVE BOOKS FROM THE 

LIBRARY. 

Persons entitled by law to draw books for use without the Library 
may not transfer that right to others. 

11. 

LIMIT OF TIME FOR KEEPING BOOKS. 

Books will not be retained without the Library for a longer period 
than two weeks, although an extension of two weeks may be al- 
lowed upon due application. This regulation may be relaxed, how- 
ever, in favor of heads of departments requiring works for official 
purposes. 

12. 

. BOOKS WHICH CANNOT BE REMOVED FROM THE LIBRARY.
